His Majesty the King stressed Jordan’s firm stance vis- 
a-vis peace in tWs area of foe workL “We are trying to achieve 
a Just and lasting peace in the region based on total Israeli 
withdrawal from the Arab lands occupied 1 in 1967, and on 
securing the l e g itimate national rights of the Palestinian people, 
inefading that of free self-determination King Hussein said. 

He told the Americans that the road to peace Is by imple- 
menting Resolution 242 and through the Geneva conference* but 
he thought that President Sadat's initiative had exposed Israel 
as not wanting a peaceful settlement.

Rhodesian guerrillas 
abduct 432 students

' SALISBURY, March 30 (R). — 
Black nationalist guerrillas ha- 
ve abducted 432 pupils from 
a British Methodist church mi- 
ssionary school fa south-west 
Rhodesia, a church spokesman 
said today. 

The students, aged between 
13 and 20, were taken across 
the 1 border into Botswana at 
gunpoint after foe raiders ente- 
red foe mission at eight o'clock 
last night, he said. 

Twelve of the mission’s staff 
of 24, including the headmas- 
ter, the Rev. Luke Kumalo, 
bad also been kidnapped, foe 
spokesman said. The Rhodesian 
Foreign Ministry said it had 
approached foe Botswana gove- 
rnment in an attempt to secure 


the release of those abducted, 
but has had no reply yet. 

It was lata- announced fa 
Botswana that most of foe 
pupQs will be sent home tomo- 
rrow morning. 

Mr. David Mophufoing, head 
of Botswana security and ac- 
ting Commissioner of Police, 
said 432 pupils had been forced 
“by unknown persons” to come 
to Botswana but only 48 wan- 
ted to stay. The other 384 wo- 
uld go home tomorrow, he said. 

Mr. Mophu thing said the 48 
who wanted to stay in Botswa- 
na said they had been looking 
for an opportunity to leave Rh- 
odesia to faint black nationali- 
st forces fighting against Mr. 
Ian Smith’s, government.

Weizman meet fails 
bilateral talks 


CAIRO, March 30 (R). — President Anwar Sadat and Israeli Defence Minister Ezer Weizman con- 
ferred bear Cairo today but failed to reach agreement on terms for resuming peace talks between 
Israel and Egypt, a spokesman for the president announced. The spokesman, quoted by Cairo 
Radio, said : “The stalemate in the situation continues until Israel changes its position and progress 
is achieved. The military and political committees will not resume their work unless Israel changes 
its position.” 


can tour, also dealt with foe 
sensitive human rights and nu- 
clear issues which have chilled 
American relations with Bra- 
zil. He said Brazil was mak- 
ing progress In expanding hu- 
man rights. 

But foe president acknow- 
ledged differences still remain- 
ed over human rights and Bra- 
zil’s plan to purchase a $5 bil- 
lion nuclear reprocessing plant 
from West Germany. 

U.S. officials have voiced co- 
ncern that the deal lacked sa- 
feguards to ensure Brazil co- 
uld not divert plutonium 
the vital ingredient needed to 
make nuclear weapons -- for 
military purposes. 

The president told foe press 
conference foe U.S. was still 
studying whether Israel had vi- 
olated American law by using 
American-supplied arms fa its 
recent military invasion of Le- 
banon. 

He also said he had not cha- 
nged his proposal to sell mili- 
tary aircraft to Saudi Arabia 
and Egypt in a package deal 
linked with the supply of war- 
planes to Israel. 

The package was well bala- 
nced and would leave Israel as 
the predominant military and 
air power in foe Middle East 
he said. 

Questioned about his report- 
ed attitude towards Mr. Begin, 
foe president declared : ‘T can 
say unequivocally that no one 
in any position of responsibili- 
ty fa foe U.S. administration 
has ever insinuated that Mr. 
Begin is not qualified as prime 
minister or that he should be 
replaced.’’ 

‘T think Prime Minister Be- 
gin and his government are ab- 
le to negotiate in an adequate 
and flexible way to reach an 
agreement with Egypt and la- 
ter with Jordan and others,” 
President Carter said. "We have 
not given up on foe possibility 
of a negotiated peace settlem- 
ent." 


Analysts viewed foe stateme- 
nt as an indication foat new 
ideas brought to Cairo by foe 
Israeli minister had left the 
situation unchanged on two ba- 
sic issues -- Egypt’s demands 
for Palestinian self-determinati- 
on and for Israel to disband 
Jewish settlements in occupied 
Arab lands. 

The presidency spokesman 
said Mr. Weizman pledged to 
President Sadat that Israeli tr- 
oops would withdraw from war- 
shattered southern Lebanon 
when United Nations peace- 
keeping forces set themselves 
up in foe region. 

Cairo Radio quoted the sp- 
okesman as saying that Mr. 
Weizman told Mr. Sadat : 'The 
Israeli troops will not remain 
a single minute in Lebanon af- 
ter foe UJM. peace-keeping tr- 
oops complete their deployme- 
nt. 1 ’ 

The radio reported foat Mr. 
Weizman arrived fa Cairo at 
noon under conditions of total 
secrecy. 

It said his meeting with Mr. 
Sadat lasted for two hours at 
the president’s residence near 
Cairo. It was attended by Vice 
President Hosni Mubarak and 
an Israeli aide. 

Israeli Radio reported ear- 
lier that Mr. Weizman was ac- 
companied by Attorney Gene- 
ral Aharon Barak. 

Mr. Weizman will spend the 


night fa Cairo, informed sour- 
ces said. He will also hold ta- 
lks with War Minister Gen. 
Mohammad Abdul Ghani Gam- 
assi. 

Mr. Weizman will be staying 
at Tahra Palace, where he sta- 
yed foe last time he was here, 
the sources added. 

Letter to Carter 

In a later broadcast tonight, 
foe official radio reported that 
Mr. Sadat would send a letter 
to U.S. President Jimmy Car- 
ter Friday, outlining foe results 
of the talks. 

Dr. Osama Baz, Under-Sec- 
retary of State for Foreign Af- 
fairs, said the Weizman-Sadat 
meeting did not mean Egypt 
and Israel were "reopening the 
chapter of back-and-forfo nego- 
tiations.'’ 

Speaking as foe talks were 
underway Mr. A1 Baz said : 
"We are simply giving foe Be- 
gin government a chance to pr- 
ove to ns and to foe world at 
large that It is changing its 
attitude because fa the absen- 
ce of a significant change in 
the Israeli attitude, no prog- 
ress can be achieved and no 
negotiations can be meaning- 
ful.” 

Other Foreign Ministry offi- 
cials said the unusual govern- 
ment restrictions on press co- 
verage was apparently an effort

Reporters were kept far fr- 
om both foe Sadat-Weizman 
conference and a later meeting 
the Israeli delegation held with 
top Egyptian military officials. 

Cairo Radio, in foe earlier 
afternoon broadcast, quoted a 
presidential spokesman as say- 
ing Weizman 's visit here sho- 
uld fa no way be construed as 
a resumption of the work of 
full-scale political and military 
committees between the two 
countries.

Pressures on Begin 

Back fa Israel, domestic pre- 
ssure built up today on Premi- 
er Menachem Begin to soften 
his tough policy for peace fa 
the Middle East. One newspap- 
er said he has already started 
quietly to back down. 

The independent, English- 
language Jerusalem Post said: 
'Tt se ems evident that Prime 
Minister Begin has begun to 
climb down, quietly and dis- 
creetly, from two precarious li- 
mbs ... the inapplicability of 
U.N. Security Council Resolu- 
tion 242 and the issue of sett- 
lements.” 

The Jerusalem Post quoted 
Deputy Premier Yigael Yadin 
as saying that Resolution 242

Moro letter suggests exchange 
of prisoners mag be coming up 


ROME, March 30 (AP). — A 
handwritten and signed letter 
from kidnapped former Premi- 
er Aldo More suggesting an 
exchange with jailed terrorists 
was taken as authentic today. 
But it was believed to have 
been written under duress from 
his Marxist captors. 

The 700-word letter, made 
public Wednesday night by Mo- 
rn's Red Brigade abductors, 
was addressed to Interior Mi- 
nister Francesco Cossiga and 
recalled past prisoner and spy 
exchanges. Moro, President of 
the Christian Democrat Party, 
also suggested possible Vatican 
efforts to obtain his release. 

A Vatican spokesman, the 
Rev. Pierfranco Pastore, said : 
“The Holy See never turns its 
back to humanitarian actions.” 


The spokesman said he was 
expressing his personal opini- 
on and counselled against ha- 
sty conclusions, adding : ‘T be- 
lieve too much attention is be- 
ing given (to the matter). I wo- 
uld wait until obscure points 
are clarified." 

In his letter to Cossiga, 
the 61-year-old Moro said he 
finds himself “under full con- 
trol" of his captors and under- 
going a “people’s trial”. He as- 
ked foe government to act wis- 
ely “to prevent worse trouble.” 

Moro also said he runs the 
risk of “being induced to speak 
in ways foat may be unpleas- 
ant and dangerous 1 ' and added: 
"The sacrifice of the innocents 
in the name of an abstract pr- 
inciple of legality -.-is inadmi- 
ssible." 

Investigators said the band- 


writing should be taken as au- 
thentic but Prosecutor Luciano 
Infelisi noted : "Moro was cl- 
early forced to write some parts 
of bis letter.” 

The Christian Democrats la- 
ter branded as “unacceptable" 
blackmail foe suggestion by foe 
urban guerrillas that Mr. Moro 
should be exchanged with jail- 
ed terrorists. 

In a statement, the party 
referred to foe "laws and exi- 
gencies’' of a democratic state 
and said : “It is not possible to 
accept the blackmail coming 
from foe Red Brigades.’ 

Two weeks after Mr. Moro’s 
kidnapping, no firm clues eme- 
rge fa Italy’s biggest manhunt, 
involving 50,000 troops and so- 
ldiers aided by anti-guemila 
experts from Britain and West 
Germany.

Mr. Weizman was not expec- 
ted to offer Egypt formal, revi- 
sed proposals but he was beli- 
eved to have taken “new ideas, 
interpretations and formulas,” 
according to Israeli analysts 
who noted he was accompan- 
ied to Cairo by Attorney Gene- 
ral Barak. 

The analysts said Professor 
Barak’s inclusion fa the dele- 
gation suggested there would 
at lease be detailed discussion 
on foe various Israeli, Egypti- 
an and U.S. ideas for a decla- 
ration of principles on a Middle 
East settlement. 

It was meanwhile reported 
in Kuwait today that President 
Sadat has hinted to other Arab 
leaders that he is ready to qui- 
etly drop his peace Initiative 
with Israel. 

The daily A1 Rai Ai Asm qu- 
oted Arab diplomatic sources 
as saying Sadat's hint was co- 
nveyed in recent messages he 
sent to Arab leaders. 

According to the report, the 
sources said a new effort hy 
Kuwait and Saudi Arabia to re- 
store Arab solidarity seemed 
to be inspired by Sadat’s rea- 
diness fo abandon his initiati- 
ve “without much publicity and 
internal embarrassment.” 


Death, toll from 
commando raid 
rises to 35 

TEL AVIV, March 30 <R). — 
The number of deaths caused 
by foe Palestinian guerrilla 
attack on Israel’s coastline 
two weeks ago rose to 35 to- 
day when a woman wound- 
ed in the raid died fa hospi- 
tal. 
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The thoughts of 
Mr Begin’s people 

There are some interesting results coming out 
of recent public opinion polls in Israel, and they throw 
very real doubt on how far the views of Israeli Prime 
Minister Menachem Begin reflect accurately the views 
of Israelis in general. For example, two polls conduct- 
ed witbin the past two weeks show that a majority 
of Israelis would give up occupied Arab territory and 
would restrict or stop Jewish settlements if this were 
the price of a true peace agreement. If those two polls 
accurately reflect the feelings of Israelis, then one 
has to wonder about the legitimacy of Menachem 
Begin’s bargaining position to date. This is not to say 
that a different prime minister than Mr. Begin would 
conclude a peace agreement tomorrow, but it does 
raise some questions about the quality of leadership 
that Israel has at this very demanding time. Given 
the opportunities that were opened by the Sadat ini- 
tiative, one thinks that the people of Israel have had 
their bluff called on their perpetual pleas for peace 
with the Arabs. But the peace-making process is not 
conducted by public opinion polls. It is the work of 
individual negotiators who get their mandate from 
their people and their fellow politicians. While it is 
uncertain what would happen if another prime mi- 
nister took office in Israel, it is quite certain now that 
Mr. Begin represents a hardline position that does not 
accurately reflect the feelings of -the. Israeli public. 

The Fateh guerrilla staid and <. the - subsequent 
Israeli invasion of southern Lebanon, have moment- 
arily covered up these internal disagreements as all 
rally around the prime minister. But with every pas- 
sing day and week, any real debate within Israel 
about the terms of peace with the Arabs will come to 
the surface. What will be most interesting to watch 
for is not a softening of Mr. Begin’s position, but 
rather any major shifts in the Israeli public’s feelings 
about trading land for true security. 

If any such shift comes to the fore, it may signal 
the beginning of Zionism’s territorial definition and 
constriction, a process of pivotal importance to any 
lasting peace in Palestine. Most Arabs are dubious 
about any such thing taking place, but if it is to hap- 
pen, an opportunity for this now seems to be at hand.

Jordanian newspapers Thursday criticised the statement by 
Israeli Prime Minister Menachem Begin before the Knesset Wed- 
nesday as one that virtually ended Egypt’s peace initiative. 

AL RA*I charged that Israel had chosen the war alternative 
after it had failed to achieve peace. This was the effect of the plan 
which Premier Menachem Begin had submitted to Presidents Sadat 
and Carter and reiterated before the Knesset Wednesday. 

The concept of peace as understood by the Arabs and the 
community of nations, had now become deadlocked because of 
Israel’s refusal to apply Security Council Resolution 242 to the 
occupied West B ank of the River Jordan and the Gaza Strip, the 
newspaper said. 

This resolution calls in part for Israeli withdrawal from occu- 
pied Arab territory to secure and recognised borders. 

“On March 15 Israel chose the war alternative by attacking 
southern Lebanon. The Arabs were not in a position to take up 
the war challenge... 

“Israel will continue its attempts to ...swallow a piece of land 
here and another there so long as the Arabs lack unity and solid- 
arity.” the newspaper said. 

It called on the Arab countries to turn southern Lebanon 
“into an area of attrition which will drain Israel’s military effort,” 
If Israel Failed to withdraw from it. 

AL DUSTOUR said the statement was Israel’s "last bullet 
which killed President Sada”s initiative, when Begin said that the 
only acceptable formula for peace is that which does not commit 
Israel to a total withdrawal from occupied Arab territories or to 
agreeing to a Palestinian state.” 

Mr. Begin had thus ended President .Sadat’s initiative and 
yet he called on him to join into a dialogue which was unrelated 
to the Egyptian president’s initiative, the newspaper added. 

The commentary on Cairo Radio which rejected Begin’s speech 
was satisfactory. A1 Dus tour said. It added that President Sadat 
should now announce that his initiative had ended. 

“Such an announcement will not affect President Sadat him- 
self but it wfll have a pro-Arab chain of international reactions. 

"It win also be ...a courageous step by Cairo which will end 
all inter-Arab differences and encourage an Arab summit meeting 
to discuss a new strategy,” the newspaper concluded.

Football must be a community effort, 
says coach of the Jordan Police Team

AMMAN, March 30 — What 
is a former player for the 
English national football team 
doing m Amman? The answer 
is easy, training the Jordan 
Police Team for its upcoming 
participation in the Arab Po- 
lice Championships in Damas- 
cus beginning on May 13. 
1978. "We’ve a chance if thin- 
gs go well for us”, says Wllf 
McGuiness, who previous to 
his 1958 and 1959 performan- 
ce with the British national 
team, played for one of En- 
gland’s top clubs, Manchester 
United. 

The chance to work in Jor- 
dan came last fall, Wllf told 
the Jordan Times recently. 
He arrived here in . January 
1978 specifically to^ tram_the 
police -team- for its upcoming 
tournament, although WHf ifl- 
so told the Jordan Times that 


he might not be averse to a 
chan ce to stay in Jordan for 
a longer period of time. 

“I think I can help them 
a lot”, said Wilf of the Jor- 
danian team. He added that, 
"everybody Is keen to play” 
here and that he has seen, 
“a lot of skillful players on 
difficult grounds.” To supply 
young talent to Jordan's foot- 
ball teams though, "it must 
be encouraged at schoolboy 
level” said Wilf. As far as 
problems are concerned, "the 
players seem lacking in con- 
sistent team play, perhaps on 
the physical fitness side as 
well,” but Wilf observes, “th- 
ey are very very keen and 
willing to learn new ideas^ 

At the May championships 
hr Syria the Jordanian side 
will face teams- from a group 
Including Qatar.'

a broken leg in 1969.

Wllf, who sho- 
ws his form when time per- 
mits --as the key play maker 
for the British Embassy team

Asked about his football 
philosophy, Wllf replied that 
the sport really has to be a 
community effort, with good 
young players being fed into 
the teams, along with good 
training and lots of public su- 
pport. “If you haven’t got pa- 
ssion” for the sport, Wllf said. 
It won’t be successful. “We 
play to win, that’s what it’s 
all about,” he concluded.

National News Roundup 


Labour exchange agreement with Pakistan 
stipulates equal treatment for expatriate, 
local workers 

AMMAN, March 30 (JNA). — Details of a draft labour 
exchange agreement between Jordan and Pakistan were 
announced here today. The draft had been approved by 
a Cabinet meeting yesterday. Under the agreement the 
ministries of labour in the two countries will regulate 
the movement of workers between the two countries and 
issue work permits. The agreement gives businessmen 
in Jordan and Pakistan the right to request entry visas 
for individual employees under contract. It also gives 
workers in either country the same rights and privileges 
enjoyed by workers who are citizens of that country. 
The accord further forces businessmen to obtain work 
and residence permits for workers from the other coun- 
try, and gives workers the right to send home part of 
their income. A joint Jordanian-Pakistani committee will 
supervise the implementation of the three-years agree- 
ment, which is renewable. Minister of Labour Issam Aj- 
louni will be going to Pakistan soon to finalise the deal. 

Arab Car Insurance Committee session ends 

AMMAN, March 30 (JNA). — The Arab Car Insurance 
Committee of the General Arab Insurance Union today 
concluded a three-day session in Amman. Jordan’s re- 
presentative at the meetings, Mr. Ghaleb Abu Qura said 
that the committee discussed problems impeding the im- 
plementation of an agreement signed in Tunis in 1975 
according to which a unified system of regulations was 
to be put into force for vehicles travelling between Arab 
countries. The committee has adopted a number of re- 
commendations that will be referred to the General 
Arab Insurance Union session scheduled to be held in 
Algiers on April 22. 

Sharif Sharaf meets Theatrical Guild 

AMMAN, March 30 (JNA), — Minister of Culture and 
Youth Sharif Fawwaz Sharaf today met with the new 
founding committee of the Jordanian Theatrical Guild. 
The minister expressed satisfaction at the development 
of the theatre in Jordan and at the response of citizens 
to the plays which were performed. The guild was set 
up early this year. 

New Ramtha Hospital will be finished next month 

IRBID, March 30 (JNA). — Work on the New Ramtha 
Hospital is due to be completed next month, the director 
of health in the Irbid Govemorate said here today. The 
new 26-bed hospital will cost nearly JD 80,000. Work is 
still continuing on another hospital in the Northern Jor- 
dan Valley region and is expected to be completed in the 
next few months'. The 25-bed hospital will offer health 
services to 42 villages in the region the director of 
health said. 


Archaeological survey of Northern 

Jordan Valley completed 

AMMAN, March 30 (JNA). — A general archaeological 
survey has been carried out in the Northern Jordan Val- 
ley region in a race against time by the Antiquities De- 
partment to salvage file archaeological wealth of sites 
threatened with inundation by the construction of the 
King Talal and A1 Maqaren Dams, Director of the Anti- 
quities Department Dr. Adrian A1 Hadidi said here today. 
The survey was conducted in cooperation with the Jor- 
dan Valley Authority, the American School of Oriental 
Research and the University of Jordan. Another similar 
survey has been conducted in the Southern Jordan Val- 
ley with a view to salvaging archaeological sites there 
threatened by the spread of industry.

AMMAN, March 30 — Pre- 
sently on a two-week visit to 
his home country, Habib Kay- 
aleh, Jordan’s first violinist, 
tonight gave his first recital 
in Amman. Habib and his wife 
Ingrid Hoogendorp, a renown- 
ed Dutch pianist, spoke to the 
Jordan Times about their care- 
ers. ■» 

The Jordan Times met Habib 
Kayaleh and Ingrid Hoogend- 
orp in the Palace of Culture 
where the handsome couple 
were busy rehearsing and stu- 
dying the acoustics of the halL 
Habib, an effervescent, eager 
29-year-old young man, and in- 
grid, blonde, sweet and soft- 
spoken, told the Jordan Times 
the tale of their careers. The 
tale's happy ending is not en- 
tirely built on a number of 
good fairies appearing at the 
right moment but very much 
more on their own talent, ge- 
nius and hard work. 

Habib was bom in a family 
of musical doctors. Both his 
father and unde, an ophthal- 
mologist and a radiologist res- 
pectively, are amateur musici- 
ans as well as well-known doc- 
tors, and play in trios and qu- 
artets. Impregnated by this at- 
mosphere, Habib showed an 
early talent for music; at the 
age of five be owned his first 
violin, which though half-sized, 
allowed him to start lessons 
vrith a local teacher. Soon af- 
terwards he started giving 
small public appearances, ap- 
art from regular performances 
at schooL 

One day, he was heard far 
E. Benjamin, a master violin 
soloist, from the Conservato- 
ire du Liban. The great Benja- 
min was much too busy and 
never took students; but he 
accepted to let the boy come 
and study with him. So it was 
that Habib spent two years in 
Lebanon, where he also studi- 
ed for a short time with Al- 
len Hovey, a professor in the 
Fine Arts Department of the 
American University of Beirut 
who also lent his services as 
a conductor to the conserva- 
tiore orchestra. Under his tea- 
chers’ injunctions, his family 
agreed to spare him the medi- 
cal career to which he was de- 
stined. Benjamin decided he 
should go to Paris. 

In 1966 therefore, Habib 
then a 17$ year-old lad, suc- 
ceeded in passing the exam for 
the Classe de Prix of the Con- 
servatoire de Paris. He joined 
Rene Benedetti’s class for vio- 
lin beside taking theoretical 
courses with Pierre Lantier and 
the regular courses in harmony, 
couterpoint, chamber music 
and conducting. In 1969, he 
graduated with the first prize 
“of course, because that's what 
I came and worked for.” 

He then obtained various ir- 
regular short-termed contracts. 
But not satisfied yet, he went 


to Geneva to join great mas- 
ters he’d heard of, namely, Ita- 
lian master Corrado Romano 
and Baud-Bovy, Conductor of 
the Orchestra de la Suisse Ro- 
mande. The latter admired his 
ambition above all. During the 
next three years, Habib per- 
fected his orchestration and 
conduction as well as violin 
technique. “I threw away my 
soloist mentality to become on- 
ce again a student.” Habib re- 
calls with a warm smile. Fin- 
ally, his career was launched. 

His contracts took him all 
over Western Europe: Switzer- 
land, France, Holland, Germ- 
any, and Romania - - where he 
performed a 12-concert tour. 
.. h Is ambition did not stop 
there. He formed then the Kay- 
aleh Trio, with Ingrid Hoogen- 
dorp playing the piano and Re- 
ginald Giddy, first cellist of the 
London Philharmonic, playing 
the cello. He also founded the 
Nyon Chamber Orchestra which 
he conducts regularfy. 


p[ 
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"compatriotic context” there- 
fore, Habib contacted and ar- 
ranged with Minister of Cul- 
ture and Youth Sharif F&w- 
waz Shaiaf to present a recital 
in the Palace of Culture. 

The repertoire he played, 
accompanied on the piano by 
Ingrid, was rich and covered 
different musical periods. The 
first part of the evening start- 
ed with Brahm’s Sonata in G 
major (pure romanticism) fol- 
lowed by Szymanowski’s Sona- 
ta in D minor (Polish impres- 
sionism and beginning of the 
modern period). After the in* 
tennission, they interpreted 
Cesar Franck’s Sonata in A 
major (pure French impressio- 
nism). 

This recital was only "the 
first step to show the Jordan- 
ians what classical music is, 
what a Jordanian can do.” 
Habib thinks that people tend 
to forget classical music in 
this part of the world, this 
HWMfc which is so rich. "This

He also takes part in musi- 
cal festivals such as the Div- 
onne Festival in France, (tra- 
ditionally taking place during 
summertime all over Europe.) 
It was in one of these seasons 
that Yehudi Menuhin (world 
famous American violin virtu- 
oso) heard him play. He quali- 
fied Habib as a “violinist with 
temperament, attack and pro- 
jection,” Since then they have 
been good friends. Habib has 
played in Yehudi Menuhin’s 
Gstaad Festival. He also has 
recorded several LB’S which, 
unfortunately, have not yet 
been channelled to Jordan. 

Asked about his present visit 
to Jordan, Habib said.*” I have 
been representing Jordan ab- 
road over the years, it’s high 
time I should deliver what I 
can do to my own (Jordanian) 
public and get in touch with 
it,” because, he added, "I have 
not forgotten Jordan” In a 



music is immortal, it never 
dies, whereas simple songs do 
die.” 

“My hope”, he continued, “is 
that people will start to make 
an effort towards this world 
(of classical music), to make 
as much effort as they are for 
songs.” His is one of Jordan’s 
first success stories in classi- 
cal music, but more Jordanians 
muse succeed in this field. This 
is what he was trying to say 
through his recital. 

Asked about his wedding and 
how he had met his wife-to-be, 
Habib says that in 1971 he 
was asked to perform four 
works in a gala soiree of con- 
temporary music by the Suisse 
Romande, with the four com- 
posers sitting in the hall. The 
pianist with whom he was sup- 
posed to play was a certain 
Ingrid Hoogendorp* whom he 
only knew by name and thro- 
ugh posters, as a young soloist

who had started her own care- 
er before he had. Despite his 
fears, their contact was excel- 
lent from the start, and as far 
as music was concerned, their 
points of view agreed. When 
the concert was over, they 
were engaged. Soon after, they 
got married. 

Ingrid started studying the 
piano at five and also comes 
from a musical family. She was 
a prodigy, prominent student 
at the Rotterdam Conservato- 
ire where she studied with 
Gert van der Steen, she gra- 
duated at the age of 13 with 
high distinctions. Rotterdam 
Philharmonic Orchestra's Nikita 
Magaloff then asked her par- 
ents to let her study with him; 
she became his protegee for 
some years and went through 
an active period which took 
her to Switzerland, Holland, 
and Nice (France).

When it comes to the Chu- 
rchy political principles usual' 
ly give way to economic ne- 
eds, and one of the best ex- 
amples of this is the grow- 
ing trade between Morocco 
and the Soviet Union. 

The recently initialled phos- 
phate deal, which, is believed 
to be the biggest-ever Soviet 
investment in the developing 
world and the biggest foreign 
Investment In Morocco since 
its independence in 1956, is 
badly needed by both sides. 

Under the $2,000 m. agree- 
ment Morocco is to export 
some 10 m. tons of phosphate 
rock a year to the USSR, al- 
though initially exports will 
constitute mainly phosphoric 
add' and triple super-phosph- 
ates rrSP). By the mid-1980s, 
the new phosphate mine at 
Meskala is expected to be in 
operation and exports of phos- 
phate rode to the USSR sho- 
uld then total two million 
taxis. 

Soviet hdp 

The negotiations are by no 
means complete, but the Sov- 
iet Union is expected to give 
financial and technical help to 
develop the new mine and to 


build a 100 km. railway to the 
sea where the port at Essa- 
ouira will be developed to ha- 
ndle the phosphates. 

Sovlet-Moroccan trade Is 
not a new phenomenon, how- 
ever. for the USSR has for 
some lime been Morocco's 
main supplier of oil, although 
it only ranks eighth In the 
overall list of suppliers. 

The value of Morocco’s im- 
ports from tiie USSR rose fr- 
om $672 nt in 1976 to $71.9 
pi. in 1977 --an increase of 
about seven per cent. Exports 
rose from $53-8 m. to $66.4 
m, an increase of about 23 per 
cent. The imports comprised 
mainly oil, timber and agri- 
cultural machinery, and the 
exports mainly citrus fruit. 

'■ In February, a draft fishing 
agreement was signed by the 
two countries under which jo- 
int Soviet-Moroccan compani- 
es will fish hitherto unexplor- 
ed deep sea grounds off the 
Moroccan coast The USSR 
is expected to train Moroc- 
cans in the operation of fish- 
processing plants and in mo- 
dern fishine techniques. The 
agreement also covers fish ex- 
ports to the USSR. 

Politically opposed 
Yet. for all this, Morocco 


Adversity makes strange bedfellows. So does 
prosperity. The Soviet Union and Morocco are a 
case in point; in spite of completely different 
philosophies *anri foreign policies, economic forces 
continue to draw them together. 


and the Soviet Union still ha- 
ve diametrically opposed for- 
eign Dolides. Last year Moro- 
cco sent troops to Zaire to 
fight rebel communist forces 
in ^Shaba province. King Has- 
san was one of the very few 
Arab leaders to give his full 
backing to Egyptian President 
Sadat visit to Jerusalem -- 
a move Utterly attacked by 
Moscow. And now, Morocco 
has eiven its verbal support 
to Somalia which is fighting 
Soviet-backed forces in Ethio- 
pia. 

Nevertheless, the economic 
ties are beneficial to both co- 
untries. At present, Morocco 
Is the third biggest producer 
of phosphates and the biggest 
exporter. 

But it was hard bit by the 
drastic foil in world phosphate 
prices from $68 a ton in 1975 
to $32 a ton last year. As a 


result production also fell fr- 
om the record level of 19.7 
m. tons in 1974 to 14 m. tons. 

The situation has been ma- 
de worse by Polisaxio guerr- 
illa action in the Western Sa- 
hara which has kept the Bou 
Craa phosphate mines there 
more or less permanently out 
of action. The massive defe- 
nce spending resulting from 
the Saharan war is also plac- 
ing a heavy, burden on the 
Moroccan economy. The Sov- 
iet phosphate agreement the- 
refore came at a very oppor- 
tune time for Morocco. 

Foothold in Africa 

For the USSR, the deal has 
political as well as econo- 
mic advantages. Politically it 
is still trying to retain its 
foothold in Africa and the 
Middle East and the Importa- 


nce of the a gr ee m e nt from 
this point of view should not 
be ignored. Morocco Is alre- 
ady Moscow’s third biggest 
trading partner in Africa. 

Economically, the Soviet 
Union needs the phosphates 
as its own phosphate deposits 
are in the north-west of the 
USSR, a vast distance from 
the ami cultural region in the 
Ukraine where they are need- 
ed for fertiliser. Moreover, it 
is suffering from an acute 
manpower shortage which ma- 
kes the exploitation of its 
own reserves more difficult 
importing them from 
Morocco. 

Some observers have sug- 
gested an additional use whi- 
ch the phosphates may have 
for the USSR — the extrac- 
tion of uranium. Morocco Is 
at present negotiating with 
the U.S. firm Westinghouse 
about the possible construc- 
tion of a uranium extraction 
plant. The Soviet Union no 
doubt already has the tech- 
nology to do this if necessary. 

Certainly it Is predicted that 
Soviet oil will run out fairly' 
soon. The U.S. Central Intel- 
ligence Agency (CIA) estima- 
ted last August that bv 1985 
the USSR will be importing 
oil worth about $10,000 m. a 
year --at present it exports 


oil worth $4,500 m. a vear. 

Nuclear power 

Furthermore, the Soviet Un- 
ion is goine ahead fast with 
Its nuclear power programme, 
unhampered by the difficulties 
facing the nuclear industry 
in the West. Its own uranium 
reserves are believed to be 
quite extensive, but thev may 
not be sufficient for the future 
if nuclear energv is substitu- 
ted for oil. This particular 
aspect, however, must remain 
in the realms of speculation. 

But there is no doubt that 
Moroccan-Soviet economic li- 
nks will increase in the next 
few vears. There are already 
Indications that this may be 
influencing both countries' po- 
licies to some extent. Moroc- 
co has been relatively silent 
over Soviet involvement in 
Ethiopia and has limited itself 
to verbal support for Somalia. 
The USSR, on the other hand, 
has been surprisingly relucta- 
nt to give its full support to 
the Saharan guerrillas, in sp- 
ite of the efforts of Algerian 
President Houari Bourn edlenne 
to persuade it to do so.

The poster is part of a cam- 
paign mounted by Swedish 
authorities to challenge tradi- 
tional and female roles 

fin the labour market, in the 
home and in public life. 

* * When a baby is born in 
Sweden the mother- or -fa — 

-ther gets — nine 'm o n ths 

childbirth leave. 

Social insurance officials 
have been trying to persuade 
fathers to take advantage of 
this provision by staying ho- 
me and helping to care for 
the newborn child, collecting 
90 per refit of normal wages 
during part of the childbirth 
leave. 

So far they have limited 
success but gradually they 
appear to be making some 
impact. 


Banders to be broken 

Some employers have not 
been cooperative. Some, esp- 
ecially in the private sector, 
have hinted that men who ta- 
ke advantage .of their legal 
right to childbirth leave will 
find It difficult to gain pro- 
motion. 

Meanwhile Swedish women 
are moving rapidly into hith- 
erto male-dominated fields - - 
in factories, as clergy and in 
politics. 

They are preparing to break 
daw n barriers of custom or 
law excluding them from mi- 
litary careers and leadership 
posts in trade tmions for wh- 
-ifce- collar workers. 

Today Swedish women ma- 
ke up more than 40 per cent 
of the country's labour force. 
Two-thirds of women in the 
so-called productive age gro- 
ups work at least part-time. 

They have been encouraged 
by tax incentives and the 
slow but steady expansion of 
public child care facilities si- 
nce the early 1970s. 

Traditional rotes change 

Special training programmes 
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run by the state labour mar- 
ket board, regional develop- 
ment grants requiring comp- 
anies to hire women as well 
as men for Industrial jobs, 
and programmes to encourage 
young men to go into female- 
dominated fields such as nur- 
sing and pre-school child care 
have begun to change tradi- 
tional sex rote patterns at 
workplaces. 

But the barriers to change 
are psychological and Involve 
men’s roles as much as wo- 
men’s. Labour Minister and 
Deputy Minister Per Ahlmark 
recently summed it up when 
be said: The 1970's may be 
the decade of Women’s libe- 
ration hut the 1980’s will be 
the decade of Men’s Libera- 
tion." 

He was refe r rin g to the ri- 
ght of family fathers to ref- 
use frequent overtime work, 
extensive business travel and 
various self-imposed forms of 
loyalty to their employers as 
a means of climbing tire care- 
er ladder, often at the ex- 
pense of a harmonious family 
life and a dose relationship 
with their children.

Shorter work hours 

In January, he surprised 
Swedes by announcing that 
alter 20 years as a full-time 
politician he was quitting pub- 
lic life, largely bemuse he had 
become tired of sacrificing fr- 
iends and family to 80-oour 
work weeks. 

There has long been public 
support in Sweden for some 
kind of shortened work hours 
for both parents of pre-school 
children fort disagreement am- 
ong trade unions, employers 
and women’s groups and the 
current recession have delay- 
ed a solution to the problem 
of lost income. 

The government Is pushing 
through parliament a law wh- 
ich avoids the compensation 
issue but from next year gu- 
arantees the right of parents 
of small children to reduce 
their working hours without 
losing their jobs. It will also 
allow them 18 months of un- 
paid leave and prohibit emp- 
loyers from demoting them 
to lower-paid work on their

return. 

This month the city of Sto- 
ckholm was the first to imp- 
lement a rule allowing emp- 
loyees in the municipal admin- 
istration with children under 
school age to cut their nor- 
mal work day from eight to 
six hours. 

“We cannot pay any com- 
pensation for the hours mis- 
sed but gtven the progressive 
tax system and the means- 
tested housing allowances we 
have in Sweden, most middle- 
income parents will only mid 
up with an insignificant cut 
in Income”, says city Aider- 
man Lennart Rydberg, himself 
the father of a five-year-old 
son who attends a day care 
centra 

Parents Insurance 

Since 1974 Sweden has had 
a system of "parents' insura- 
nce” which replaced an ear- 
lier maternal benefits scheme. 
Every time a child is bom 
the mother and father betwe- 
en them could take out six 
-- later seven -- months of 
paid Leave at 90 per cent of 
normal earnings or a mini- 
mum of 25 kronor (about five 


dollars) a day for those with- 
out gainful employment. 

Last year the new non-so- 
cialist government. despite 
the recession, went ahead wi- 
th plans to expand the paid 
leave to nine months effective 
in January 1978, of which one 
month would be at ‘ the new 
minimum rate of 32 kronor 
(more than six dollars) a day 
and the rest at 90 per cent 
of wages. 

A new feature is that three 
of the nine months may be 
saved and spread out over the 
child’s first eight years of life, 
either In the form of foil da- 
ys off or partial days off from 
work. 

Recent figures from a gov- 
ernment study commission on 
family welfare benefits Indic- 
ate that in 1974 only two per 
cent of fathers used their ri- 
ght to childbirth leave but by 
1977, the proportion had gro- 
wn to more than 10 per cent. 

The average time off from 
work by fathers taking the 
leave was 40 days, and those 
who worked in the public se- 
ctor were more likely than 
those in private employment 
to take advantage of the sys- 
tem. 


Priests go on trial 
for death of girl 
during exorcism rite

Two West German Ca- 
tholic priests who spe- 
nt 11 months trying to ex- 
orcise a student teacher of de- 
vils go on trial here today ac- 
cused of causing ber death. 

Father Arnold Renz, 67, a 
member of the Salvatorian Or- 
der, and parish priest Ernst 
Alt, 40, are charged with ca- 
using the death by negligence of 
Axmetiese Michel by foiling to 
summon medical aid for her as 
she wasted away. 

Fraulein Michel, 23, weighed 
only 31 kilos (68 pounds) when 
she died on July 2,' 2976 after 
almost a year of semi-starva- 
tion while undergoing the ex- 
orcism rituaL 

Her parents, sawmill owner 
Josef Michel, 59, and his wife 
Anna, are also charged with 
responsibility for her death, 

Fraulein Michel, who had 
earlier received treatment for 
epilepsy, was convinced devils 
had tftbea possession of ber 
and agreed with her deepty- 
refigjous parents that the ch- 


urch should free ber of the evil 
spirits. 

The sessions of the 350-year- 
old “ritual romanum** were car- 
ried out in her bedroom In the 
family’s home at Klingenberg, 
a small town near here. 

The public prosecutor’s evi- 
dence includes transcripts of 
bear words, tape-recorded by 
the priests during the exorcism 
rites, during which she nam- 
ed Nero, Hitler. Judas and 
Satan as the devils who had 
possessed her. 

The public prosecutor has 
said her life could have been 
saved if a doctor had been cal- 
led to ber as late as one week 
before she died. 

Her body was exhumed last 
month at the request of her 
parents and an undertaker con- 
finned it was decomposing at 
a rate commensurate with the 
length of time it had been ba- 
rfed. 

They apparently believed 
that if she had been possessed 
of tiie devil there would have 
been no decomposition. 

The body was reburied the 
same day in a metal casket. 
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What happens after an Israeli air attack on Palestinian refugee camps 
in Lebanon ?

Hie Palestinian Red Cresc- 
ent Society (PRCS), based in 
Beirut, offers medical and so- 
cial services to the Palestinian 
refugees now living in neigh- 
bouring Arab countries, chiefly 
in Lebanon but also in Syria, 
Egypt, Kuwait and in the We- 
st Bank and Gaza. Before It 
was officially formed in Jan- 
uary 1969, it functioned as 
the Red Crescent Society Me- 
dical Services of Fateh. Later, 
in 1969, it was endorsed by 
the Palestine National Council. 

After Its establishment It 
was accepted as a full mem- 
ber of /jab National So- 
cieties and n»s been admitted 
as an observer member of the 
In ternational Red Cross, Red 
Crescent, Red Lion and Sun 
Societies. In October of last 
year a delegation attended 
the International Congress of 
National Societies in Buchar- 
est, Rumania. The PRCS re- 
ceived observer m em bership 
and succeeded in passing a 
resolution denouncing Israeli 
violations of the Geneva Cbn- 
ventlons. 

The Palestinian delegation 
was headed by Dr. Fathi Ara- 
fat, eider brother of Yasser 
Arafat and President of the 
Executive Council of the 
PRCS. The Executive Commit - 
tee coordinates the following 
subcommittees:

Its sources of in- 
come, in die form of donatio- 
ns, are provided, from within 
tile Arab World, by governm- 
ent bodies and wealthy Pa- 
lestinians living In those co- 
untries; from the rest of the 
world by various societies La 
friendship committees in Wes- 
tern Europe and the U.S. Par- 
ticularly active are associatio- 
ns from Scandinavia and some 
West European countries such 
as France and Holland. Dam- 
our Hospital for instance, wh- 
ich was bombed last week by 
the Israelis, was given all its 
equipment by the Dutch Ter- 
re des Hommes.

A temporary eme- 
rgency hospital has been act 
up In Sidon and the general 
hospital in TVre Is turned Into 
a purely emergency hospital in 
times of crisis.

In addition in every refugee 
camp clinics have been set up 
to answer the simple medical 
needs of the Inhabitants.
